— T. MHrpli.v’H 
four-.voar-old -At Onco c*olt, Asraol. scored 

Ills third c'onseciitive and most pretentions victory 
this afternoon, defeating the b«'st of the ('anadiaii- 
lired horses in trainiii}; in tlie $.5,000 added On- 
tario Handicap, at a mile. tVnfidently ridden by 
j<K‘key Walls, the Murphy c*dor lK*arcr was re- 
strained liehind the leaders until rounding the fai 
turn, where Jie was given his head and, res|suid- 
ing gamely, came around the others to win in the 
<'losing strides, with Flame and Somme next in 
i»rder at the finish. D«*spite his brace of recent 
vicbiries Azrael was a <snnparative outsider in the 
betting. St. Paul and ('aptain B., coupled as tiie 
11. Oiddings entr.v, w’ent to tlie iK»st favorites. Cap- 
tain B. raced prominently for three-quarters before 
tiring, but St. Paul did not threaten seriously at 
any time. 

The riiatliam Haudii*ap at tliree-quarters. the 
se<-ondary feature of the day’s card, turned up a 
fast race in which ('armandalc diuaksl the track 
re<*ord of lilTiVs, established by Blind Baggage as a 
three -year-old with 105 imunds up. The R. F. 
Carman hors<‘ carried BJO this afternoon and ran 
off the quarter in 22% and the Iialf in 4.5%, the 
latter a fifth of a sectaul faster than he accom- 
plished at Fort Erie in the race w’on from him by 
Marjorie Hynes in new* track record tiim*. 

The juauiit of Um ap eii tai^ 4aoh wim far Awom 
the calculations of the public, two long shots in 
Loch Ijeven and Doric fighting it out for first 
money with the former getting the verdict by tlu;

Anotlier close and hotly contested finish came 
in the fifth race, but here the favorite triumphed 
when the Ogden Stable’s Madge F. just lasted long 
enough to win by a nose, witli Dr. Carmen gaining 
with every stride.

J. Kennedy, upon his arrival hei*e with a car of 
horses obtained at Saratoga, sold Bloomington, a 
two-year-old by Ferole — AnnalMile II., which w’as 
incliuksl in the shipment, and the age<l (J. M. Miller 
to G. J. Bake r. The other horses brought here 
from the Spa by Mr. Kennedy* were Nolle Yorke. 
The Trump and Sir Mortemer, Kennedy leaves here 
tomorrow for New’ York, w’here he w’ill endeavor to 
pick one or two handicap horses for campaigning 
at Havre de Grace and other Maryland courses in 
the fall. 

Frank J. Bruen. general manager of Oriental 
Park, leaves here tomorrow’ night for New York, 
frtmi where he will proceed to Havana. 

Jockeys J. Henpel and J. McTaggart w’ere fined 
$.50 each by the stew’ards for vile and abusive 
language to a gatekeeiK*r yest«‘r«lay and w’cre 
w’arned that a re|M‘tition of their infraction of the 
rules will n*sult in the rev<»king of their licenses. 

Heiipel injured his left iiand while playing base- 
ball in the vicinity of the paddoi*k tmlay and was 
forced to cancel his engagements for the afternoon.

RINGING CASE IN FRANCE 

Horeb, Winner of 1920 Prix d’Essai, Used as a 
Maiden at St. Cloud — Trainers 
Lose Licenses. 



PARIS. France. August 4. — The commis.sioners of 
the 8«»ciety for the Encouragement of Horse Racing 
and Breeding have just rendere<l an interesting dc- 
claion in a peculiar case of “ringing.” The in- 
quiry was held relative t<» the running of the two- 
year-old colt Horeb. by Hebron — 1.^1 Kixe II., w’hi«*h 
w’on the Prix d’Essai on June 2!» at Maisons-I^- 
fitte and of !>• Morier, a tw’o-year-old colt, by 
Kaint Just — La Massiere. which run unplaced in the 
I’rix de Nozjiy on July IS. also at Maisons-Lafitte. 
Both c«dts are owned by M. Tranquille Tabard and. 
witlj, four others, were shipped on April 30 by 
trainer Fran<-ois (irunietz to the training <niarters 
of the Etiglidi trainer (Je<irge Cunnington. Jr. 

Cuniiington asserted that (iruinetz did not f<»rward 
sufficient data for the identification of the various 
isdts and that, in tsmsequence. Horeb ami Le 
Morier got mix(‘d and were started in th** wrong 
races. The (*oniinissioners might have accepted 
ttiis explanation, but evidence w*as pn>du<’ed show- 1 
ing that lioth trainers had guilty knowledge of 
the “ringing” and again ran H«»reb under the name I 
of Le Morier in the Prix IKdiiia-Baghtche at .St. | 
Cloud <»n July lb, which he won. It was at the 
latter race the stewards noticed the deception and : 
called for the trial. 

While the commissioners did not find the ow’iier. ' 
Tranquille Tabard, to have any knowledge of the 
change of colts, they censured him for not exci - . 
cising better supervision <»ver his trainers and 
ordered him to refund $1,720. the amount <tf prize ' 
money w’«m b.v Horeb. , .Mr. Henry Cruse, tin* 
breeder of the cidt. w’as ordered to refund $ltM) 
received by him as breeder, and the trainers Gru- 
mtz and Cunnington, Jr., were each fined $200 and 
liud their liceoaes cauceled.

Not content with his purchase of the British-bred Prince Palatine, Mr. Edward Simms has now 
secured unto himself the French sire Negofid. which, as is the Prince, is also of St. Simon descent, his 
sire iHdng the Cesarewitch winner of 1S94. Childwick. Negofol, whitili is now fourteen years of age, 
won on the French turf Prix Harflcur. Prix Seine et Marne. Prix Fontainebleau and Prix du Jm-key Club 
(French Ib‘rby), lasting Union and Mr. Vanderbilt’s son of Halina, Oversight. Negofol also during his 
racing career prov€*d his class by tinishing ahead of the Grand Prix winner Verdun, Le Sagittaire’s g<Kwl 
son Ossran and the Prix Roy.il Oak winner Aveu. Negofol is, of nmrse, chii’fly kimwn to American 
bl(KMlst(»ck breeders and turfmen as the sire of that good horse Hourless, and in addition to this he is 
the sire of the French D<*rby w’inner of last .vear Tchad, and of that g<M»d stayer Juveigneur. Negf»fol, 
it may be observed, comes of a great staying line. Childwick, his sire, lM*at Ornie for the Limekiln Stakes 
as a three-ycar-old, and the following year warn tlie two and one-quarter mile Cesarewitch. Childwick 
early in life was s<dd to France, where he iMcaine, in addition to Negofol, the sire of that really good 
race mare La Camargo, winner of Prix de Diane ami twice winner of Prix du Couseil Municipal, and of 
Clyde; also winner of Prix de Diane and second to the colt Finassour for both the Prix du Jockey Club 
and Grand Prix de Paris, 

St. Simon I’laisanterie, each of them of exceptional distance going merit. Is it surprising that a 
Cesarewitch winner and unusually successful sire should come from this union? Surely a genuine stayer 
was the prebable result, for no one ever knew the limit of St. Simon’s capabilities as a race horee, 

and Plais;interie, one of the iH’st race tillies ever bred in France, which, on being sent across the chan- 

nel, won iKjth the big autumn handicaps, the Cambridgeshire and the Cesarewitch. Plaisanterie was a 
niembtw of the Contessina branch of the stout-staying No. 19 family, from which also come the French 
Derby winner Sea Sick, the Grnd I’rix winner St. Christopho, that good race mare Poetess and the king 
of the cup horses, Isonomy. 

Plaisanterie’s sire, Wellingtonia. is of the Orlando line, but the sands of time seem to have about 

run down for the Orlandos in England. But in France still there is life, and in this country, on account 

of the exi-ellence of the Dominos, everything poiuta to Orlando holding on for some time to come. Plais- 
Aj^^orie was^;R^‘ as a hromf marc, aJ (lid her dam, 

that line race mare Poetess, which was bjr'Wwadero. son of Gladiateur’s sire Mommiue, which won the 
Paris Cup and many another gocnl race in his homeland, ;ind, on Iwing sent across the channel, scored a 
victory in the three-mile Alexandra Plate on Ascot’s classic heath. 

All of this is staying blood, and Negofol, therefore, may be looked to to sire colts and fillies well 
able to hold their own In rac*es run over a long distance of ground. 

Nebrouse, dam of Negofol, is by Ho<*he, and still more staying blood here comes in, for Hoche’s sire 
is the St. Ix?ger, Ascot Gold Cup and Cesarewitch winner, Kob<*rt the IK*vil, and Hoche’s dam, Hermita, 
by Ileniiit, was also the dam of Sailor Prince, sire of Sibola and winner (»f the Cambridgeshire, 
and Sailor Prince yet another memb<*r of the No. 19 famil.v. 

Nebiileiise, granddam of Negofol, is by Manoel, No. 19 also, sou of Flageolet, Ra.von d’Or’s sire, 
from Vestale, by Patricien, by Monarque. How’s this? Two crosses of Monaniue and three 19’s right 
on top of his iH*digree, bred to sire stayers. So runs the iK*digree to Navarre, by Don Carlos, yet an- 
other son of Monaniue, as is Negofol himself, a memlM*r of tlie No. 17 family, the Dacia brunch of which 

is responsible for the appearance of the Grand I’rix winner Kueil, and as far as my knowledge goes ud 
male member of this special branch of the seventeen has ever before been bought for sire use in this 
country. 

Negofol, tlierefore, from this fact alone should meet W’ith good success here as a sire, for, despite 

all opinions to the contrary, as turf history is my guide, outcrossing is the life and soul of successful 

blcMKlstock breeding. Also Negofol’s outside nunilier, 17, is no bar to his success, for before this all of 
us have seen Sir Modred head tlie winning sire list and recall the excellence of Sovereign as a sire, and 
also iM’ar in mind the recent successes of Mucd*-r,ald in France, and in the old days of PantahNUi in 
England. Therefore, understand that Negofol, outbred as he is from American stock, will confer general 
and lasting benefit on the bloodstock breeding interests of the United States.

SARATOGA. N. Y., August 24.— Ethel Gray 
registered another failure in her long s<*ore of 
disappointments and ctmtiniies eligible to maiden 
races. SJie was in with an ordinary band and ap- 
p<*an‘d to outclass them, but her known slow be- 
ginning habit was expectetl to militate against 
her. and it did. for she suffere<l fmm interference 
and it W’jis the main factor in lier failure to over- 
haul Lu Rablee. which acted on her gf>od l>e- 
havior today at the iH>st and was away forwardly, 
enabling her to lead most of the way. Ethel Gray 
finislusl fast and gamel.v after rounding into the 
stret«*h .and headed The Nephew in the last strides. 

J«K-key Fat<»r treated the s]>ectators to one of 
the most inconi|M*tent rides ever displayed, even 
b.v a novice. It resultial in the defeat of his mount. 
Yellow Hand, a pnmounced favorite, in the sef*ond 
ra<*e, Afterinkm beating the Wilson starter by a 
nose. Had Fator inje<-ted a bit more vigor into 
his finishing ride, even in the last seventy yards. 
Yellow Hand w’ould have succeeded, for he was 
in front a stride beyond the finish. Afternoon 
had displayed the most spe<*d from the start and 
effiH’tively dispf)sed of Westw’cKMl. a close contender 
for three-quarters, but w'as tiring fast in the 
stretch and only by Fator’s bad riding of Yellow 
Hand snrceeded ia winning. % 

A busy time follow’e<l in the stewanls* stand fol- 
low'iiig the victory of Serapis in the third race over 
Hildur and Dartmoor when Sande. the rider of 
Ilildiir. claimed a foul, alleging interferen«e by 
Schuttinger, astriile the winner. Sclmttinger was 
Interrogates! at length and later Sande was recalled 
and further fiucstioned. Schuttinger’s statement 
carried the more weight with the stew’ards. for they 
deciiled on leaving tin* result of the finish undis- 
turbed. The interference develoiMMl in the last 
sixteentli and IhirtnuM>r was the chief sufferer 
from it, as it prevented his having a clear road to 
come tlinmgh next to the inner rail. Dartmoor 
was the third favorite to go down in succession. 

KENTUCKIANS AGAIN DISAPPOINTED. 

The Kentuckians attempted to recoup some of 
their heavy losses of the meeting on The Ally in the 
initial dash, but again met disapimintment, for 
the Gentry colt could do no better than land in 
third place. Mavourneen, making the first start in 
her new' ow’ner’s colors, winning after having 
show’ll the most speed from the start, Y»acha- 
preagm* giving the winner a stout battle through 
the last sixteenth. 

James W. McUlelland’s Universal, w’hich Jerry 
Uarroll was schr>oling for a jump<*r, broke his leg 
this morning w’hen he fell at one of the jumps and 
had to tw destroyed. 

W. P. Fraser, seeretar.v of the Ontario Jockey 
Ulub. whose race meeting at Woodbine Park, Toron- 
to. iM'gins Septemlx*r 25 and closes (b’tober 2, was 
among toda.v’s arrivals to do some missionary work 
in Isdialf of his association and take entries to the 
st.-ikes which close tomorrow’. Mr. Fraser spoke 
glowingly of the prosiiects of his meeting and ex- 
IH'cted a litieral entry list from here. 

Dr. Jidihson’s injury by yesterday’s mishap while 
sclnsding through the field was not as grave as ex- 
pected and Mr. Jeffords, his owner, said that the 
horse showed no bad effects this morning. 

Sir Barton and Boniface w’ere due to arrive from 
Windsor tonight.

MAN 0’ WAR FOR KENTUCKY 



Champion to Head Pretentious Glen Riddle 
Stud in Blue Grass State— Will Continue 
to Race Next Year, Owner Intimates. 



SARATOGA, N. Y., August 24. — Man o’ War 
will stand on a Kentucky farm after he is done 
with racing. Mrs. Walter M. Jeffords is authority 
for this statement, which s«*ts at rest all c*onjec- 
tures (suK’erniiig the ultimate disiKisithm of the 
great son of Fair Play — Mahiibah after his racing 
da.vs are through. Mrs. Jeffords is the foster 
daughter and niece of Samuel D. Riddle, owner 
of the colt. 

Present plans for Man o’ War include the pur- 
chasing of an extensive farm in the Blue (irass 
region and the sele»-tion of such blue-blooded bn<>d 
mares of tlie Glen Riddle establishment as Mr. and 
Mrs. Riddle shall eleit to keep. The stallion will 
be permitted to serve only such outside mares 
as are considered desirable mates for him. 

The advantages of Maryland. Pennsylvania. New 
York and other states were considered in selecting 
the spot where the three -year-old champion would 
s]>end the rest of his days in the improvement of 
the breed of horses. Mrs. Jeffords said today. 
Decision was made in favor of Kentucky only after 
cxfierts ill breeding had |>roiiouiiced it the most 
favorable spot for the Kiddle champion. How- 
ever. hwers of the great horse need not lie alarmed 
by this annouiu-ement. Mrs. Jeffords intimated. 
Man o’ War’s raidiig days are not over. Instead, 
he will Ik* cunipaigned for one or two years more.

Belmont Park to Be Most Magnifi- 
cent Track on the Continent. 



Alterations to Cost $300,000 to 
Be Made After Coming 
Fall Meeting. 



(nr r. .i. fitz gerald.) 

NEW YORK, N. Y.. August 21. — There will be 
no changes in Rciniuiit Park prior to the running 
of the autmiiii meeting, which follow’s Saratoga, 
beyond plai-ing tlie course in perfect coiiditioii, and 
the installation of . whatever additional seating 
capacity in the field stand may be necessary to 
take care of the crowds w’hicli will assemble to see 
the Futurity, Liwrence Realiziitiuii and other 
established stake features, as well as tlie new 
Autumn Gold Cup at two miles decided. 

The labor situation played a part in the deter- 
mination of the nianagcinent to postpone the work 
until later in the Aiitniiin. As the <*ost of the 
alterations io tlie ]ilant will run into l$3U0,U00 or 
more, the racing public will reailily understand the 
iiecessit.v of exercising care and deliberation in 
carrying a work of such magnitude to completion. 

When the changes in the track proper, the club- 
house. grandstands and paddoe-ks shall have Iieeii 
completed, Belmont Park w’ill be the most mag- 
nificently npiMiiiited racing plant on the American 
continent. Those interested in the rehabilitation 
of the course have had frequent conferences during 
the past six w’eeks. Numerous plans liave lieeii 
submitted for their consideration, and it was the 
desire to do the thing right that figured as strongly 
as any other motive in the decision to iwstpoiie 
tJie w’ork until no detail W’ould he overlooked. 

Major August B<dniont, president of the West- 
cliester Rai-iiig Assm-iation, in discussing the situ- 
ation a few' d.ays ago, said, “We found that the 
i-onteni plated changes in the course, and tlie build- 
ings w'cVe of such an elalsirate character tliat we 
must have more time in ordi*r to do the work prop- 
erly. Even now our plans have not lieen suffi- 
cientl.v dev(doi»ed to warrant our liegiiining work. 
It has been imiKissible to si-cure labor in order to 
build the chutes w'hicli would be necessary under 
the revised plan before tln‘ Autumn meeting. 

“All of the gentlemon interested in the project 
.‘iccordingly agreed to i>ostpone action until after 
the Autumn meeting. In the meantime we liave 
bettereil our program, and the present course will 
recidve special attention so that the horses will 
have the finest sort of a trai-k when they come to 
Reliiioiit I’ark next month. Additional chairs will 
placed 111 the field stand, and ever.vthiiig pos- 
sible for the comfort of our patrons will be pro- 
vided. * 

“We lielieve.*’ said Major Belmont in concluding, 
“that the public will appreciate oiir attitude, and 
realize that halfw’ay improvements would under 
the circumstances be likely to inconvenience them. 
In the meantime w'e are grateful for the forbear- 
ance the patrons of racing liave shown ever since 
the disastrous fire from the effects of w’hich we are 
only just beginning to really emerge. This may 
also be said respecting the ow’iiers and trainers. 
Wlion they assemble for our spring meeting next 
year tlie.v will find much to admire.’* 

As Belmont I’ark is peculiarly the people’s own 
track there will be grt*at interest in the realiza- 
tion that tlie iinproveiiieiits are to be on such a 
large seale. Every cent of revenue beyond the 
eost of up -keep, and a moilest return on the invest- 
ment, is put into the property or returned to the 
horsemen in the way of increased stakes and 
piir.ses. The Westchester Racing Association has 
not imid a dividend in years, aud it will be some 
time before cue is likely to be declared, for the 
changes and iiuivoveiueuts will be of a most sub- 
stantial nature and iiatura]l.v must cost a heap of 
money, more so because of the almost prohibitive 
eost of lalKir and material. When they are com- 
pleted, however, the iiietroiiolis of the United States 
will have a racing plant of which it may well 
be proud.

Valle.v of the Mikui’s promise w’as not overlooked 
b.v the public, as the w’ork w-atehers had tabbed her 
long ag»». when she was caught tliree-eigliths of a 
mile ill Ixdter than :34. She, of course, w’as at 
(xlds-oii among a band of maidens and won prac- 
tically eased up by four lengths. I’rivate clo<-kers 
caught the filly Friday running the first half of the 
five-eighths dash in :45^, and finishing the distance 
ill :59%. This is a fine perfoniianee for a first- 
time starter and it may lie that Valley of the 
M(m)Ii will iirove a formidable opiionent for Prudery, 
(’areful and ('roeus. 

Valley of the Moon is by Friar Rock — Masquerade. 
Masquerade is a daughter of Disguise, while her 
se<‘oiid dam is Splendor, by Slieeii. 

It is not improbable that Friar Rock will send 
to tlie races this .veur I lie fastest eolt and filly 
ill Iiiclu-ape and Valley of the Moon. The hitter’s 
next imiM»rtaiit stake engageiiieiit is in the Spiii- 
aw^ay. to l>e run at Saratoga Saturday, August 28.

and Scotland Yet, by Friar Roik — La Patrie, for 
the Epxuni Oaks. Tlic latter has started three 
times siiiee July 1, but she lias as yet b«*eii unable 
to earn brackets. Her last start was August 18, 
ill the (Jnib Bag Stakes at Saratoga, where she 
finished eighth.

ODD CAREER OF VULCANITE 



Vulcain Colt Has Raced for Three Years and 
Beat Good Horses But Is Still a 
Maiden. 



W. F. Poison’s Vulcanite, a four-year-old, by 
Vulcain — Single Shot, by Star Shoot, made his ini- 
tial appearance of 1920 in a race at Fort Erie on 
the closing da.y of the meeting, and his name 
among the starters reenlled the wid career of that 
horse. He has never won a race, although lie hn-i 
defeated in races horses wbieh have at one time 
or another Imhui placed in the eliampiousliip class. 
There is no cxplaiiation for this oddity about Vul- 
canite unless it he the horse lacks lieart, or is just 
one of those temperamental thoroughbreds which 
refuses to win. lie surely does not lack speed. 
V'uleaiiite’s record as a tw’o and three -year -old 
show’s that he was goiienilly “kno<?king at the 
door,’’ blit W’as unable to win for some cause or 
another. He has lieen near the front at the finish 
in both stakes and purse races, but is still a 
maiden. 

His first start as a tw’o-year-old was at I^x- 
ington Ma,v 3, 1918, when lie finished third to 

Mack Garner and Bugle (.’all. He w’as third again 
the same year. May 28. at Douglas I’ark to Sen- 
nings Park and ('aeanibo. In his other two starts 
as a two-year-old lie was iinidaeed. 

In his tliree-year-old form great things were 
expeeteil of Vulcanite by liis Buffalo owner, but 
he failoil. In his first start at Lexington, April 
20, 191!», he was only beaten a half length by Iw’in 
in a purse race. He next finished fourth in the 
Kentucky Derby, won by Sir Barton. In this race 
he lieat such giNsl colts as Seniiiugs Park, Be 
Frank, Regalo, Eternal and others. 

Vulcanite was fourth in the I..atonin Derby. Jun* 
7, won by Be Frank. He again beat Eternal. He 
was third to Pastoiireaii and ('lerinont at I^atouiu 
June 13 and second to Dodge, at tlie same track, 
June IG. He was only beaten n neck and a half 
length by Piotor and Welsliman’s Folly at Sara- 
toga August 14. 

In the I^xington Cup, September 17, Vulcanite 
was only beaten n neck and a head by Piedra uud 
Wiekford. The time for the mile and one-half was 
2:32%, making a new’ mark for the old association 
trai-k at Lexington, wliieh has been run over since 
182G. 

War G«k 1 and L>gal lieat him a head and a neck 
in a purse race at Litonia, Septemlier 24. Then in 
the Twill City Handicap, run October 4 at Litonia, 
one mile and five-eiglitlis, lie fiuislied third to 
Stoekwell and I’lider Fire in track record time.
